Of More Adequate Water Supply — 
Just about a year ago there was released a report pre- 


pared by the California State Reconstruction and Reemploy- 
ment commission on the needs of San Bernardino county. 


11, 
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The principal need cited then was a more adequate water 
supply. The need is greater today than a year ago. 

What is said to be the only logical source of additional 
water is the Colorado river through membership in the Met- 
ropolitan Water District. 

During 1945 the City of Ontario engaged a noted engneer 
io survey the water situation. His report offered the same 
conclusion as the state agency's report. 

We believe most people concur in the general conclusions 
of the state's report: 

“There is general agreement among those most closely 
associated with the problem that this area should take steps 
immediately to avail itself of the water supply,* which by 
joining the Metropolitan Water district, it could draw from 
the Colorado river aqueduct, which traverses this area.” 

While there may not be an immediate urgency in joining 
the district, 
matter that should not be postponed until it might be too
